In every community there are 
a certain number of children who 
are the victims of crippling de- 
ioimities, who are of good m en­ 
tality, but whose parents are un­ 
able to pay for the rather exten­ 
sive care necessary to rehabilitate 
them. In recent years the states 
have come to recognize this prob­ 
lem of rehabilitation as one pro- 
pcrh belonging to them. 
There is of course a very de- 
finite human appeal in aiding a 
ciippled child and in 
restoring 
him to as full activity as possible. 
Quite aside from the hum anita­ 
rian interest there is also a sound 
economic reason for this proce­ 
dure. The rthabilitation of an in­ 
dividual is done with the idea of 
making it possible for him to com- 
petc actively 
in 
the 
industrial 
world, earn his own 
living 
and 
raise his own family. 
This procedure is best carried 
out in a hospital with a specially 
trained personnel. Aside from the 
medical supervision there are 
a 
number 
of 
other 
departments 
which are essential for the cor­ 
rection of the deformities of these 
unfortunate 
children. 
Physical 
therapy consisting of skilled train­ 
ed massage and directed exercise 
is an important adjunct. Various 
types of equipment designed 
to 
supply heat and light in proper 
dosage 
are 
necessary. 
A 
tank 
which may be filled with warm 
salt water is used in the early 
treatment of muscular weakness. 
Other pieces of apparatus design­ 
ed to aid in walking, stretching of 
tightened muscles and the 
like, 
are to be 
found in such 
a 
de­ 
partment. 
Probably one of the most 
im­ 
portant points in treating 
these 
children lies in the 
recreational 
activities which are carried out in 
such a hospital. Daily individual 
instruction is provided 
so 
that 


their school work during the pe­ 
riod of treatment. It occasionally 
happens that children 
who 
admitted for treatment have never 
been to school because of then 
deformities and their first intel­ 
lectual contacts are established n 
the hospital. Religious instructions 
is provided, not designed to fill 
the child’s mind with 
specified 
Ideologic dogma, but to acquaint 
him with the essentials of Chris 
tianity. Certain times of the day 
are devoted to pure recreation. It 
is often possible to combine this 
occupational therapy in which the 
child manufactures articles of use 
and beauty. He may derive con­ 
siderable benefit from the more 
or less skillkull 
co-ordination of 
hands and eyes and the mental 
stimulus 
associated 
with 
this 
work. 
Thus it will be seen that the av­ 
erage hospital is not equipped in 
the full sense of the word to take 
care of the many problems that 
arise in rehabilitation of the crip­ 
pled child, and the needs for cen­ 
tralization is readily apparent. 
After having 
spent 
a 
large 
amount of time and money in such 
a program it is important to have 
a follow-up system. This can be 
done in a number of ways. Rou­ 
tine return visits every three to 
six months to the hospital may be 
urged, or 
clinics 
may 
be 
held 
throughout the state where many 
children can be examined at one 
time. A state-wide social service, 
staffed by trained social and pub­ 
lic health workers is of inestim­ 
able benefit. 
In 1927 the State of 
Missouri 
recognized its duty to its indigent 
crippled children and provided by 
an act of the Legislature for their 
care. The state crippled children’s 
Service was organized at Univer­ 
sity Hospitals, 
Columbia,

Probably one of the most 
im ­ 
portant points in treating 
these 
children lies in the

riod of treatm ent. It occasionally 
happt ns that children
